BRITAIN WOULD Expect Premier King 


CONSIDER LAND 
SETTLEMENT AID 


The Pas, Man.—The British Gov- 
ernment is ready to consider any 
feasible project to promote land set- 
tlement in the Carrot River Valley, 
according to a letter received by 
town officials from the secretary of 
state for dominion affairs. 

The Carrot River Valley lies to the 
southwest of The Pas, and includes 
land in both Manitoba and Saskatch- 
ewan. 

The letter from the overseas de- 
partment points out, however, that 
settlement aid from England would 
necessarily be subject to certain con- 
ditions, such as the Empire Settle- 
ment act of 1922, and financial sup- 
port from either the Federal or Pro- 
vincial Governments or both. The let- 
ter also points out that the British 
Government does not contemplate 
purchase or ownership of land in 
Canada for settlement purposes. 

The communication from the Bri- | 
tish Government says in part that 
“consideration by His Majesty’s Gov- 
ernment in the United Kingdom of 
any such scheme of settlement and 
development must necessarily be 
governed by the provisions of the 
Empire Settlement act of 1922, which 
empowers the secretary of state, in 
association with the government of 
any part of His Majesty’s dominions 
or with the public authorities or pub- 
lic or private orga ions either in 
the United Kingdom or in any part 
of such dominions, to formulate and 
co-operate in carrying out a ed 
schemes for affording joint st- 
ance to suitable persons in the United 
Kingdom,-who intend to settle in His 
Majesty's overseas dominions, provid- 
ed that the contribution of the secre- 
tary of state shall not in any case 
exceed half of the expenses of the 
scheme. 

“Subject to the above conditions 
His Majesty’s government in the 
United Kingdom would be prepared 
to give careful consideration to any 
concrete proposals for promoting land 
settlement in Canada by migrants 
from the United Kingdom, provided 
such proposals were approved and 
recommended by, and preferacly re- 
ceived a financial contribution from, 
His Majesty’s government in Canada 
or from the provincial government.” 

The secretary was instructed by 
council to forward a copy of the let- 
ter to the Minister Natural Re- 
sources in Winnipeg, and also to the 
Premier of Saskatchewan.
